Reference B2, DE 10 2004 008 202 describes thermoplastic molding materials useful in 
preparing things such as fibers, foils and molded articles. The materials comprise: thermoplastic 
polymers, spherically; organically modified nano-filler materials; and other additives.

Reference B5, WO 2006/072496, describes the use of a molded mass (comprising a 
copolyamide) for the production of a printable or printed article. An English language abstract 
corresponding to this document is cited on the accompanying list of references as document C3. 

Reference B6, WO 2006/087248, describes a moulding compound comprising a partially 
crystalline copolyamide and a crystallization auxiliary of metal salts, metal oxides or metal

hydroxides that reacts with carboxyl terminal groups of the copolyamide. The moulding compound 
may be used for preparing a printed article. An English language abstract corresponding to this 
document is cited on the accompanying list of references as document C4. 

Reference B8, WO 2006/111302, describes a process for making thermoplastic molding 
materials. The method involves mixing the molding material in a molten state with inorganic 
particles and solubilizing agents in an extruder. The mixture is then passed into an expansion zone 
where it is cooled and molded. An English language abstract corresponding to this document is cited 
on the accompanying list of references as document C5.
